before every obstacle to general re 
covery has been removed, and tt. 
must be taken up without delay by 
the. nations concerned. Lausanne 
has to be completed and this vexed 
question settled once for all in the 
Ught of present world conditions.” 
Delegates from all parts of the 

British empire and possibly those 

from France were not surprised by 

MacDonaid’s actiun, but Secretary 

Hull and his brother delegates from 

the United States did not attempt 

to concea) their displensure with 
what they considered at least a dis- 
play of poor taste. Mr. Hull was 
soon In telephonic communication 
y . with Washington, and as a result 
ok his address to the conference which 
: was to open the second day of the 
parley was postponed. Among the 
other speakers of that day, however, 
were Guido Jung of Italy aad Gen. 
Jan Christian Smuts of Sonth Af- 
rica, both of whom backed up Mac. 
Donald's stand. . 

“We. firmiy belleve,” Jung said, 
“that there is a oreliminary prob- 
lem—intergoverumenta! debts aris- 
ing from the war. Ap armistice was 
aigned for them at Luusunne. A 
final settlement now is imperative.” 

Smuts was even more offensive to 
Americans, frankly blaming the 
United.States for the deplorable 
plight of the world. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer Ne- 
villé Chamberlain seconded the re 
mafks of Macfonald about war 
debts, and also said the crisis tn 
world economic conditions makes 
restoration of the gold standard ab. 
sotutely impossible at present. He 
outlined British aims in the confer- 
ence as recovery of world prices, 
greater stability of currencies and 
aboltitlon of restrictions on interna- 
tional exchange, 

He favored multilateral treaties 
for lower tariffs, provided the re- 
ductions were actual and tangible, 
that they covered a wide area, that 
they did not Impose undue sacrifices 
on lower tariff countries and that 
they did ant lead to economic war 
fare. He emphasized the necessity 
of cheap toney.

HEN Secretary Hull arose, the 
third day, to make his speech, 
ft was expected he would make some 
sort of teply to the war debts de 
-faand, But-he-was silent on that sub- 
Ject, devoting much of his speech to 
argument for a renewal of the tar- 
iff truce promulgated by President 
Roosevelt. This must be followed, 
he sald, by removal! of trade bar- 
tiers, elimination’ of excessive tar- 
iffs, stabilization of exchanges and

“A successful meeting of thia con- 
ference in my judgment is the key
